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Toads, Buried Years,

Oklahoma City, Okla. (Oct. I (AP) 
—Three little toads, said by J. B. 
Thoburn, curator of the Oklahoma 
historical 
society, 
to 
have 
been 
buried three or four centuries in an 
Indian mound near Gate, Beaver 
county, appeared Tuesday to be 
changing shape in the sealed fruit 
jar that has been their home since 
they were excavated from a cavity 
five feet below the earth s surface. 
Huge eyes, sealed when the toads 
were taken from compact earth by 
Thoburn and two employes of the 
society, stared unblinkingly when the 
amphibians were shaken from sand 
which half filled the jar.

FEEDING CROWDS 
C 
ROWDS are always interesting. 
Perhaps because we are all, at one 
tim e or another, a part of the crowd. 
The other day, I was in a city that honored the French fliers, Coste 
and Bellonte. G reat crowds gathered everywhere they were to be. 
I 
wondered about what each person in those crowds was thinking about. 
Why did each stand and wait for hours merely to see two hum an beings? 
Well, tho two hum an beings didn t mean so much to all of those people 
as did what those hum an beings had done—something unusual and strik­ 
ing, something daring and stupendous. 
|Everywhere those fliers went they were received with acclaim, and 
Justly so. 
But when they had gone, they left something splendid behind 
—a silent desire and a purpose within most of those who saw—and thought 
—to be something Just a little out of the ordinary and commonplace. 
I believe in hero worship. 
Every boy should have hts heroes. 
Every 
man, too. 
I never heard of a hero who didn’t himself have his heroes. 
Heroes feed the crowd, and in time become a part of the nourishm ent 
of the world. History would be dry und barren and uninteresting w ith­ 
out its heroes. In fact, it wouldn't be worth writing up without them. 
But a crowd can be fed bad m ental food in the same way th a t it is 
sometimes fed bad bodily food. A great responsibility rests upon the one 
who draws crowds about him. 
A crowd is much more easily led in its 
thinking than an individual. 
It thinks more slowly and less soundly. 
Charm and personality, or eloquence, often creates approval and applause
